Canada's Day of Opportunity 


The commencement of Spring operations throughout Canada has ushered | 
in a feeling of optimism in practically all lines of activity and in all sections | 
of the country with the, exception of the. coal mining areas of Nova Scotia | 
where the disastrous miners’ strike is still in progress at the time of writ- 
ing and with little hope of an early setticment. 

There are substantial grounds for such optimism and the stronger con- | 
fidence in Canada’s immediate future which is now increasingly evident. | 
During March there was a substantial.\improvement in manufacturing and 
particularly so in the textile industry. Permits for new building likewise 
show a gratifying increase, and these betterments, taken in conjunction with 
the demand for farm help, are operating to provide a larger volume of em 


ployment. | 


Conditions throughout the Western Provinces appecr to be uniformly 
good and altogether encouraging. Farm operations have begun under favor- 
ing cgnditions of plenty of moisture in the sofl and well in advance of last 
year, and, notwithstanding a considerable drop from the peak prices prevail- 
ing-a month or two ago, grain prices are still good, with prospects for prices 
prevailing at a figure which will result in a fair profit on agricultural opera- 
lions. | | 

During February and March there was, according te the April Monthly 
Commercial Letter of. the Bank of Conrmerce, @ steady increase in the num- 
ber of farms sold in practically all parts of Canada, and particularly so in the 
prairie provinces. Immigration is steadily increasing and a gratifying num- | 
ber of settlers of an exceptionally good type are arriving from the British | 
Isles, . 

For the second time in the pasi six years the month of February showed 
a favorable balance of trade, the excess of exports over imports being the 
ereatest since 1919, and the total value of trade larger than in the corres- 
pon@ing month of 1921, when prices were substantially higher than at present. | 

But promising as the immediate future appears to be, the outlook is 
even brighter for Canada in the years to come because of the increasing | 
necessity on the part of the United States to import food supplies. Refer- | 
ence was made in this column some weeks ago to the prediction of President | 
Coolidge that in a comparatively few years the United States. would be one | 
of the greatest food importing countries in the world. Confirmation of this | 
siatement has already come from Secretary Hoover who siates that the Unit- | 
ed States is importing butter and cheese on an increasing scfle. Once the | 
greatest of exporters of cattle and meats, the United States is now regarded 
in Great Britain as having ceased to be a source of supply of meat. 

The population of the United States is increasing at the rate of one and 
a half million people annually, and this large increase is principally in the 
large ‘cities’ and industrial centres. The production of wheat, of cattle, o 
dairy products, is not increasing in like proportion. Ten years hence there 
«ill be 15,000,000 more people in the United States to be fed, and their food! 
supplies will have to be imported. Here is to be found Canada’s golden 
opportunity. 

Canada “is the logical source of supply for the United States and appar- 
entlysour people are getting ready to capture this bus iness. For example, 
anada exported ten million more pounds of butter during the past twelve | 
tonths than during the previous year. The salmon pack in British Colum- 
dia last year was the largest ever made in the Province, and 400,000 cases 
arger than in any year for five years. Cattle exports are steadily increasing 
and Owing to the higher prices now ruling for beef cajtle, coupled with the 
tact*that the world’s demand for beef has now overtaken the sup ply, Canada 
mayrbe expected to secure its full share of this trade. 

There have been times when -truly patriotic Canadians have ‘expressed | 
joubts as°t6 the Dominion’s future and whose confidence has been shaken | 
is they have contemplated this country’s geographical handicaps and noted 
tens of thousands of its people leaving for’ the country to the south, drawn 
by the magnet of opportunity there. But there is nothing in the prospect | 
nowpppening before Canada to induce despair or shake one’s confidence, | 
Exaétly the reverse is true. | 

The twentieth ceniury will yet be found to be Canada’s century. The | 
fulfillment of that prophecy received a setback during the first quarter by 
reason of the war and the after-effects of war, but a study of present condi- 
tions and tendencies in Canada, the world economic situation, and more | 
especially the trend of events in the United States, all point to the inevitable | 
conclusion that this Dominion now occupies an exceptionally strong position, | 
and it only remains for the Canadian people to bestir themselves and take full 
advantage of the opportunities before them-to achieve happiness and pros- | 
perity for themselves and a place for Canada in the very forefront of nations.

Q. What is the remedy? . 

A. A Real Senate Reform. 

Q. What is real senate reform? 

A. The raplacement of the present 
Senate by one in which every prov- 
ince, large or small, is represented on 
the floor of the Senate by the same 
number of Senators, preferably not 
more than six for each province. 

Q. Is that a new idea 

A. No. ' It has been the basis of re- 
presentation in the Senate of the Unit- 
ed States since 1789. It is the basis 
of Senate representation in Australia 
and South Africa, except as to repre- 
sentation of the natives in South 
Afriea. It is the system adopted by 
all or nearly all nations having federal 
sovernment exeept our own and it was 
enunciated and but partially applied in 
our constitution. 

Q. Has any Canadian statesman 
suggested such representation in our 
Senate? 

A. Yes. Sir Wilfrid Laurier, in the 
sessions of 1906 and 1908-9. . 

Q. What were the occasions? 

A. On both occasions he was dis- 
cussing as premier, certain resolutions 
before the House relating to senate 
abolition and Senate reform. 

Q. What did Sir Wilfrid say? 

A. In 1906 he said among*other 
things: “A second chamber seems to 
me absolutely necessary for two rea- 
sons. It is supposed to be a- check 
on hasty legislation. But one con- 
sideration which, to my mind, is ab- 
solutely conclusive and paramount is 
that under our system, composed of 
federal parts, a second chamber {s an 
absolutely necessary safeguard against 
a possible invasion of their rights by 
the larger provinces. But if -we are 
to have reform I would not be adverse 
to adopting the system of our neigh- 
bours and have each province repre- 
sented by an equal number of mem- 
bers—whether that province be large 
or small, 

In the session of 1998-9, Sir Wilfrid 
is reported in Hansard, P. 1570, as 
having said :— 

“In the United States Senate the 
State of New York has two members, 
the State of Rhode Island has two 
members, so that while in the House 
of Representatives each State speaks 
according to the numerical strength 
of its population, 36 against 2; in the 
Senate each State has an equal voice.” 

“If I had to offer reform it would be 
that all the provinces should be repre- 
sented by an equal number of Sena- 
tors. There are nine provinces, and 
if each province. were represented by 
let us say six senators, that would give 
us a Senate of fifty-four members 
which would be sufficiently large and 
not cumbersome.” 

“I would ‘ike to ask the House to 
consider this proposition that the 
number of senators ought to be limit- 
ed to a fixed number, and that each 
province should be represented in the 
Senate by an equal number of Sena- 
tors. I mentioned six but it may be 
five, or seven, or eight, or ten, but 
what I would insist on is that each 
province should be represented. by an 
equal number of Senators.

Q. Is an Address by the Senate 


necessary? 

A. No. Being non-elective the Sen- 
ate has no inherent right to speak for 
either the provinces as provinces nor 
for the citizens of Canada as cltizens 
of Canada, It has a right to Address 
the Sovereign independently of. the 
House of COémmons even as the Brit- 
ish House of Commons and the House 
of Lords have from time to time ad- 
dressed His Majesty quite independ- 
ently of each other.

Q. Will the proposed conference fae- 
ilitate agreement as to Senate reform? 

A. Assuming its inspiration to be a 
sincere desire to promote national 
unity it should.
